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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

1 . The specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to determine the 
presence of all possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation is requested in correcting 
any errors of which applicant may become aware in the specification. 

The formula that appears at paragraph 41 should be enlarged. The subscripts 
are not clear. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 2 and 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 2 has already set forth that he amine is an alkylhydroxylamine. 
Claim 1 1 is rejected because the subscripts in the formula are not clear. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 
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5. Claims 1-3, 5 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Lindstrom (US 5,028,343). 

Lindstrom teaches a composition comprising a mixture of organic di or 
polysulfides and a stabilizing component (see abstract). The sulfide has a formula of 
R 1 SS A SR 2 wherein the R substituents are alkyl or aryl of 1-24 carbon atoms and A is 0 
(see col. 2, lines 26-36). Lindstrom also teaches that the preferred stabilizing 
component is N,N-diethylhydroxylamine (see col. 6, lines 9-19). The stabilizing 
component may be present in the composition in an amount up to 100,000 ppm (10%) 
(see col. 6, lines 20-23). 

6. Accordingly, Lindstrom teaching all the material limitations of the claims 
anticipates the claims. 

7. Claims 1-8 and 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Miller (US 4,409,408). 

Miller teaches a composition for inhibiting polymerization of vinyl aromatic 
monomers (styrene and derivatives) comprising one or more N,N-dialkylhydroxylamines 
and one or more tertiary alkylcatechols (see abstract; col. 2, lines 26-44). The N,N- 
dialkylhydroxylamines include N,N-diethylhydroxylamine and N,N-dibutylhydroxylamine 
(see col. 2, lines 58-68). The preferred catechol is p-(t-butyl)-catechol (see col. 3, lines 
25-26). The concentration of the amine and catechol is from 10-90 wt % (see col. 3, 
lines 35-45). 

Accordingly, Miller teaching all the material limitations of the claims anticipates 
the claims. 
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8. Claims 10 and 12 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

The prior art fails to teach or suggest that the sulfide is a phenolic sulfide. 

9. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is cited for teaching stabilizers 
for polymeric compounds and is considered pertinent to applicant's disclosure.
